Group IX, claim(s) 23-36, 39, 40, 42 and 43, drawn to a method of making the calcined 
kaolin of group I. Claims 40 and 43 are construed as process claims being dependent 
upon a process base claim and as not explicitly reciting product-by-process language. 

The inventions listed as Groups l-IX do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The claims share a 
common technical feature of a calcined kaolin as described in US Patent 5393340, 
6136086 and 6150289 and, European patent 1199338. As this common feature was 
known in the art at the time of invention, the groups lack a corresponding technical 
feature and are properly restrictable. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 

include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
